Last Year Was Very 
Successful For The 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


Steady advancement was made 
by the Alberta Wheat Pool during 
the 1929 calendar year. The in 
crease in membership reached a 
total of 4,369, the Pool ending the 
year with 41,410 members on 
lists. In view of the fact that all 
the first series contracts expired in 
August 1928, this membership re- 


ils 


The Outstanding feature of 1929 
in so far as the Wheat Pool is con- 
cerned Was the steady confidence 
evinced in the organization by the 
great majority of the members as‘ 
well as by the greater percentage 
of the general public. The Pool 
encountered difficuluies during the 
year largely due to unusually heavy

by Pool officials. It now shows a 
tremendous confidence in the Pool 
on the part of a large proportion 
of the grain producers of Alberta 

At the end of 1929 the Alberta 
WheatPool was operating 439 ele- 
vators. During the year 86 new ele- 
vators were built and 36 purchased, 
which together with one elevator 
leased, makes an increase in Pool 
elevators of 123 for the year. Add- 
Itional storage was provided Van. 
couver terminal No. 1, bringing 
the total capacity of the plant up 
to 5,150,000 bushels. The total Al- 
berta Pool country elevator stor- 
;age is now 16,620,300 bushels and 
the Pool terminal space on the Pac 
ific coast 8,050,000 bushels. 

Total Alberta Pool handlings 
from the 1928 crop amounted to 
over 67 million bushels, 72 per cent 
of which was shipped to the Pacif- 
ic coast. Nearly 47 million bushels 
were handled through Alberta Pool 
Elevators, representing 70 per cent 

| of the total.

ment was rendered in favor of the |

TAX ON GASOLENB 

Despite rebates of $250,000 im six 
, months to dsers of gasolene for in- 
dustrial purposes, Alberta's gasol- 
ene tax looks’ as if it will go over 
the top with a bang before the fis- 
cal year ends on March 41, 1930. 

The net estimated revenue from 
the tax was §1,800,000 for the year 
from April 1, 1929 to March 31, 1930 
‘But revenue from the tax from Ap 
tril 1, 1929 to November has already 
amounted to $2,000,000 and more. 

With four months of the fiscal 
year yet to run, the department is 
confident the estimate wil) be ex- 
ceeded by a large margin

WHAT DOES THE EX-SERVICE 
MAN THINK, WHEN HE THINKS 


(By Walter 8. Woods) 


Eleven years ago the Great War 
reached the termination and we 
have had ample opportunity since 
then to weigh the pros and cons, 
consider debit and credit, and try 
to strike a balance and see where 


we stand, 


When I say “a balance” and talk 
of debit and credit, money is the 
last thing that I have in mind. 
What did we give for what we got, 


and we are painfully reminded on 
an occasion like this that we, in 
Canada, with so small a popula- 
tion, not much larger than the City 
of London, gave the lives of 58,000 
young men, in addition to which 
over 200,000 of our young men be- 
emae casualties, 

H. G: Wells, that brilliant his- 
torian, said not long ago, that mod- 
ern civilization is not going to be 
destroyed, but that it is already 
like a ship half sunk beneath the 
waves. Lloyd George declared that 
anless there is a new spirit coming 
into the world there is no hope for 
modern civilization, No less a 
brilliant writer than Spengler, in 
his two most recent volumes, says 
that modern civilization today is 
already on a positive decline, in 
that it will disappear. 

If we are right and see clearly 
the foregoing statements are an 
extravagance, because if we realize 
which way we are heading, un- 
doubtedly we will steer our helm 
aright, The greatest danger lies 
in not realizing which way we are 
heading. What do we think—when 
we think? 

Are we heading towards a repe- 
tition of the last war? Of course, 
everybody thinks the possibility 
ridiculous, yet history tells us that 
wars come round with painful 
regularity and with decent inter- 
vals between them; and that they 
oceur when the peoples are ready 
and built up physically and finan- 
cially. 

No great war occurs right on 
the heels of another because the 


people are not ready, Diplomacy, 


therefore, is adjusted to meet the 
situation. Later, when they get 
ready with a new youth in the 
arena, the enemy is chosen, the 
motive found, the signal given, the 
spark is set and another war i 
upon us. Sometimes it is the 


assassination of a prince, but lesser 
incidents have served as a signal 
for the opening event. 

Now that a reasonable interval 
has elapsed since the close of the 
last war, we can surely regard it 
calmly, We are over the delirium, 
the fury and hatred; we are even 
fraternizing with our friend, the 
enemy. The public is not incensed, 
inflamed, prejudiced and fed on 
propaganda, We have a sober au- 
dience in fact i nthe public today. 

Now, therefore, is the time to 
tell the truth about war. What 
does the returned man think—-when 
he thinks? 

I would like to point to such ex- 
amples as the late Douglas Haig, 
who condemned warfare in no un- 
certain teams, as a means of ad- 


justing international differences, 
The book “All Quiet on the 
Western Front,” and the play 


“Journey's End” are cross-sections 
of warfare in all its stark horror 
and beauty, with the veneer of 
eivilization stripped off and the 
elemental truth so that those who 
see it are shocked, 

“All Quiet on the Western 
Front” was written by a soldier 
with service enough to know and 
enough to have left its mark on 
him. “Journey’s End,” written 
and played by ex-service men, You 
should read this book and see this 
play to realize what does the ex- 
service man think — when he 
thinks ? 

The ex-service man in the last 
war was a product of both heredity 
and environment from childhood, 
He had learned in school books and 
otherwise the glorious background 
and heritage of military and naval 
history. Tales of the Light Brigade 
at Crimea, immortalized by Tenny- 
son and Lady Butler; “The Greys 
at Waterloo,” “Up Guards and at 
Them,” “Piper Findlater in South 
Africa,” “General Gordon’ and 
“Lucknow,” “The Black Hole of 
Caleutta,” “The Return of the 
Forty Twa.” Tales of bravery, 
glamor and glory. Visions of 
flashing sabre and a glorious end 
on the field of honor, 


What service man, if he tells 


fair picture of warfare. 

The last twenty-five years of 
civilization, with its radios and fly- 
ing, has brought with it great re- 
finement in the art of killing, The 
glamor of warfare is removed, the 
excitement and the thrill of the 
fight is gone. It is a question of 
up-to-date killing of 
human beings. 

As a contrast to the glamor and 
color of warfare many years ago, 
the nerve-wracking, 
deadly life in a dugout amongst 
rain, mud and gas, shorn of all its 
beauty, is depicted very vividly in 
“Journey’s End.” 

The two outstanding results of 
which we can be proud in the re- 
cent war was the indomitable 
bravery of the boys of all races 
and the comradeship that sprang 
up out of the experience, Peace 
had built up a glorious physical 
manhood to destroy. Infantry used 
to break afte: infliction of a thirty 
percent. loss. British, Canadian 
and Australian boys stood sixty 
and seventy percent. without wilt- 
ing—yet many of them were raised 
in the atmosphere of peace, 

I am not a sentimental, unrea- 
soning pacifist, but I am too fond 
and admire too greatly the boys 
and young men who are growing 
up now to permit them to be at- 
tracted by the lure of warfare. 

Ten million young lives were 
laid down in the last war. What, 
I wonder, would be their greatest 
wish, and what do you think the 
returned man thinks? If their 
loss brings the world’s greatest 
boon, then the world’s greatest 
sacrifict was worth while, 

What do you think was the torch 
to which Colonel McRae refers in 
his wonderful poem? 

The people must learn the hor- 
rible side of warfare as well as 
the brilliant side. They must know 
that most wars are based on lies 
and misconceptions, and further 
that war cannot possibly accorn- 
plish anything. 

If the people want peace they 
can have it. 

Personally I am against the next 
war NOW because I know nothing 
will be gained from it. I know the 
innocent wil! suffer. I know it is a 
resort to barbaric violence, and that 
it is an economic outrage on man- 
kind. : 

I do not believe any dispute or 
cause in the world can justify loss 
of blood involved in another up-to- 
date scientific war. The people 
must be educated. The returned 
man must tell them what he thinks. 
Disarmament must be kept to the 
front. International goodwill must 
be fostered. Treaties should be 
passed by parliament and public; 
peace must be born, not in parlia- 
ment, nor in council, government 
office or church but in the hearts 
and consciences of the people. 
When the people realise that wars 
are no good then governments will 
have to play their diplomatic game 
without war as the trump card, 

Our country is a splendid illus- 
tration of the futility of what is 
mostly known as “Preparedness.” 
What kind of an army and navy 
had we on August 4th, 1914? 

The building of armaments en- 
genders competition and this en- 
genders war. 

We must remember, we British- 
ers of empire vision, Rome of the 
second century, Spain of the six- 
teenth and Napoleon of the eight- 
eenth. The greatest task of all 
for the twentieth century is the el- 
imination of warfare, 

I conceive it to be my greatest 
duty at every opportunity to con- 
demn warfare and interpret it in 
its proper light. 

The years are passing quickly. 
There is not a moment to be lost. 
Now is the time for action. If 
mentally, spiritually and rationally 
there is no great change right 
soon, the hour will again strike, 
and I am one of those who believe 
it is worth the supreme effort to 
avoid a repetition of such a mon- 
strous iniquity, and so at this holi- 
day season let us resolve that the 
greatest debt we owe to those who 
fel] and those who live and suffer, 
is to consider their sacrifice as 
one which was made that war 
might be seen in its true light, and 
that as a consequence war as a 
means of adjusting international 
differences might be relegated to 
where it belongs—the barbarous

at his own expense. 

The persistent reiusal of the 
Pension Board in yiew of the facts 
surely an absolute 
outrage and should bring the blush 
of shame to every red blooded Can- 
adian citizen, 

The branches of the Canadian 
Legion should make this case a 
real precendent to press for an alm- 
endment to the Pension Act in or- 
der that hundreds of similar cases 
may be speedily assisted. 

The American Government have 
found it necessary to wipe out all 
these technical quibbles in order 
that justice might be given to each 
individual case. 

Canada is taking special credit 
to itself that the war debt is being 
reduced but it is reduced at the ex 
pense of the returned man who ac 
cepted discharge while suffering

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RUNDLE OF THE NORTH-WEST 
—e-— 

Far out over the Western plains 
there still lingers the memory of 
the first Protestant missionary 
west of Manitoba, and as the years 
pass by a halo of glory encircles 
his head and there is a charm in 
his name. Edmonton and Robert 
Terri] Rundle are inseparably link- 
ed, and the year 1840 becomes an 
important date, as it was late in 
the fall when he contemplated his 
memorable journey from England 
via New York and Montreal, hav- 
ing spent more than seven months 


on the way. In those early days, 
this Western city was the centre 
of the fur trade, the haunt of 
Cree, Blackfoot, Stoney and Sar- 
cee Indian tribes, the scene of 
tribal wars, where bloodshed and 
rapine were frequent, but this 


sturdy Englishman was a spiritual 
monarch who laughed at impossi- 
bilities and was a stranger to fear. 
His resting place was in a room 
set apart for him in the Hudson 
Bay Company’s fort, but his real 
home was in the wide spaces trav- 
elling with the Indians as they 
hunted the buffalo. His school and 
tabernacle in the wilderness was a 
buffalo skin lodge, where he taught 
the children, learned the language 
and made translations. The vast 
prairie, however, was his place of 
worship where he sang, prayed and 
preached to large congregations of 
untutored and wondering savages, 
who listened with reverence to this

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man, whom they looked upon as an 
angel from the skies, sent by the 
Big Spirit to teach them the way 
of life, 


Oftentimes waa he hungry when 
the herds of buffalo were far dis- 
tant and there was no food in the 
camp; keen was his suffering in 
the depth of winter, when the ther- 
mometer was forty below zero, but 
he murmured not as his heart was 
kept warm with the joy of the op- 
portunity to tell the old story, and 
minister to the needs of the red 
men. When foul disease stalled 
amongst the lodges amd the wails 
of the bereaved fell upom his ears 
he became a man of sorrows. His 
was indeed a great soul, and a 
large heart, 

Like a flashing meteor he sped 
across the western plains away to 
Rocky Mountain House, and down 
into the Bow river valley. Native 
councils were held to enquire and 
decide who he wag and where he 
came from; he was the subject of 
discussions around the camp fires, 
and when he visited the Blackfeet 
two chiefs met him as an escort. 

A mountain in the Rockies named 
after him keeps his memory fresh 
and green. Notable were many of 
his converts amongst the Indians, 
who always remember him. Visit- 
ing an Indian camp where no mis- 
sionary had been for several years, 
a visitor heard am Indian pray: 
“Lord, send us another missionary 
like Rundle.” 
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
